A beef shortage that has laid 
waste to the meat coolers of 
Quad-City grocery stores appar- 
ently will not immediately hit 
hamburger fans where they live 
— at the gleaming chrome 
counters of local fast-food fran- 
chises. 

Only one fast-food hamburg- 
er franchise indicated a prob- 
lem. 

If you hurry on down to Har- 
dee’s they'll still have burgers 
to charcoal broil — at least for 
the next five or six weeks, said 
Thomas Ketelsen, area supervi- 
sor for the franchise in the Illi- 
nois Quad-Cities. 


KETELSEN said the firm 
still has about 24,000 pounds of 
beef on a ‘frozen basis’’ to 
supply the seven aréa outlets. 

Still he adds, ‘We're defi- 
nitely feeling the pinch, but it’s 
not that critical. Hopefully, 
contracts our home office 
signed three to. six-months_aga:

up after taking a back seat so long. 
Remember the cost of production has 


y S0ne up, so naturally the finished product 


should also rise, leaving food still a 
bargain. 

___ For example, wages and salaries have 
increased 62 per cent in the last 10 years 
While food prices have increased only 33 
per cent. We spend only 15.9 per cent of 
our total income on food in 1973 compared 
to 22.2 per cent in 1950. : 

A better comparison would be that in 
1950 for one hour's work all workers could 
purchase 1.8 pounds of beef and 25 
pounds of pork, while in 1973 for one 
hour's work all workers can purchase 3.1 
pounds of beef and 4 pounds of pork. That 
is one and two-thirds times as much 
choice meat for the same amount of time 
worked. 

Americans fare much better in regard 
to the amount of time spent for the amount 
of food earned. In France a person works 
three times as long for the same amount of 
food, in the USSR four times as long. and 
in Japan eight times. A housewife in Japan 
spends as much as $15 per pound for a 
taste of beef. 

Talking about increases: from 1967 to 
1972 services have increased 33.3 per cent, 
food 23.5 per cent, and other goods 19.4 
per cent, so food is still a bargain and 
should have top priority. Actually the 
Wages and salaries increased 7 per cent in 
1972 and food prices only 6 per cent. 

Remember when you go to the super-’ 
market and the cash register rings up the 
final cost. 28 per cent of this cost is in 
non-food items. A lot of the extra cost at 
the supermarket comes from “conveni- 
ence foods” which we all indulge in be- 
cause of the fast pace at which we live. 

In America we are ‘privileged to have 
an abundance of food and as a result we 
have a wide selection available. It is: grad- 
ed and government inspected so we know 
the quality is good. To save’money on our, 
food purchases“we will have to be wise 
shoppers. 

For example: buy by the serving in- 
stead of by the pound, watch for the sales 
and take advantage of them, and avoid 
impulse buying. Let's be thankful we have 
supermarkets full of choice food.

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Less Choice Beef, — 


Higher Prices Loom

Consumers may find less choice, 
corn-fed beef available in meat counters 
this fall and face the prospect of paying 
higher prices for quality cuts because of 
feedlot inventories that have plunged to 
the lowest July 1 level in six years, a 
U.S. Department of Agriculture cattle 
report said Thursday. 

Although feedlot placements totaled 
only 12.3 million head in the 23 major 
producing states, 18 per cent below a 
year ago, the total volume of marketings 
next fall is expected to be bolstered by 
grass-fed cattle moved off the range to 

Slaughter, bypassing the feedlot because 
of depressed feeder cattle prices. 

Such a move would provide addi- 
tional but lower quality beef supplies. 


REELING UNDER heavy losses in 
the market place since last fall, cattle- 
men have been reluctant to risk the

To the layman, a cattleman 
who feeds costly corn to his 
animals, fattening them 200 
pounds beyond the average 
market weight, is foolish. But 
to John Kundel, fat cattle give 
him the modest profit margin 
many cattlemen are missing 
in these economically trying 
times. 


Kundel and his father John 
Sr. operate a large-scale 
cattle finishing set-up in 
northwest Davenport, where 
they feed 1,000 black Angus 
and Herefords a year. Cattle 
are fed to 1,250 pounds, well 
above the average 1,050 
market weight, in order to 
qualify for high choice and 
prime beef grades which bring 
top prices. 


“A year ago there was an 
over-supply. of heavily 
finished cattle, but now it 
takes those good-grade cattle 
to get the top dollar. Now it 
pays off to feed cattle to a 
higher weight,’’ Kundel said. 


“On a-1,000-pound choice 
animal, at $45 hundredweight, 
you bring in $450.00,he said, 
quickly figuring on a pocket 
calculator. ‘“‘But by feeding 
cattle to high choice or prime 
(1,250 pounds), we can get $50 
hundredweight -- that’s $625 
an animal.” 


And even though Kundel 
cattle are fed 100 extra days at 
$1 per animal per day on high- 
grain ration, fat cattle pay off 
- there’s a $75 gain over the 
lighter animal under current 
market conditions, -Kundel 
estimated. 

Western cattle are another 
major component in_ the 
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Kundels’ success story. Each 
fall, the father and son fly or 
drive to Wyoming sale barns, 
where they buy 300 to 400 head 
weighing 750 pounds each. 
They pick up lighter 500-pound 
calves in 
Nebraska, and stock the 


remainder of the herd with 


local calves from Muscatine 
and Wapello. 


“Out west, they have the 
best in breeding, the best line 
of stock cows,’’ Kundel em- 
phasized. “A better grade of 
cattle feeds out better and 
puts on more pounds for the 
grain they eat. With local 
cattle, come market time they 
finish 200 pounds lighter than 
good Western cattle.’ — 

Excluding transportation, 
western and local cattle cost 
about the same per hun- 
dredweight, Kundel said. 


Kundel cattle are sold to the 
Food Fair Packing House in 
New Jersey through a local 
buyer. By selling directly out 


’ of their feedlot, they lock in.a 


better price and are not 
committed to selling on a 
given day. Cattlemen who 
personally ship to sale barns 
in Joliet or Peoria are more 
Susceptible to daily fluc- 
tuations in the market, Kundel 
said. 


More or less locked into the 
cattle finishing business, the 
father-son team built two 25 by 
80 Harvestores and a 225-foot 
belt feeder in fall, 1973, on 
John Jr.’s farm. One Har- 
vestore contains haylage, 
oatlage and cornlage and the 
other high-moisture corn - 
another 25 by 90 structure will 
soon be built for additional 
forage.

“The Harvestore system is 
more flexible, using more 


grasses and forages to cut | 


dowrr the cost and still produce 
a high-grade beef animal,” 
Kundel said. 

‘Young cattle are im- 
mediately placed on a high 
roughage ration when they 
arrive in the Kundel feedlot. 
They remain on five pounds of 
corn per animal per day, with 
all the roughage they can eat, 
until they reach 900 pounds. 


From 900 to 1100 pounds, 
cattle are fed eight to nine 


pounds of corn per day. And ~ 


the last 60 days, corn ration is 
increased to 10 to 12 pounds 
per day. 

The recent upswing in cattle 
prices is encouraging, Kundel 
said. Up until a month ago, his 
cattle were selling at $35 
hundredweight, creating a 
“nip and tuck situation ‘to 
break even.”’

In connection with the Salute to Beef Days held in Eastern Iowa, we wrote ene 
honored guest, New York City’s Commissioner of Consumer Affairs, and asked for her EB 
pressions of the promotion and of her visit to Ia. Following is Mrs. Guggenheimer’s response: 


I’m delighted to respond to your 
request for my impressions of the 
trip I made to Iowa recently, but I 
would like first to explain why I was 
interested in visiting the Quad-City

When I became the Commissioner 
of the Department of Consumer Af- 
fairs in New York City on January 1, 
1974, there had been very little com- 
munication between urban con- 
sumers and members of the farm 
community.

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It may have been the beef boycott 
that opened the door. Urban con- 
sumers, with little or no un- 
derstanding of farm problems took 
the only measure available to them, 
at the time, to highlight their 
dissatisfaction with the rising cost of 
meat. Prior to instituting a boycott, 
there were no discussions between 
the two groups most seriously af- 
fected, the farmer and the consumer. 
I believe that will not happen again. 
Whatever actions are taken by 
consumers now, will at least have 
been influenced by the fact that 
there is ongoing communication, 


through the Agricultural Council of © 


America and through the efforts of 
groups like the Iowa Cattlemen’s 
Association. 

My Department, in New York 
today, is deeply involved in gaining 
a better understanding of every 
aspect of the food situation in this 
country, from production through to 
the retail sales. I was particularly 
interested, therefore, in having the 
opportunity to stay with a farm 
family, to visit a feed company’s 
research area and to gain an in- 
creased understanding of the 
scientific and technological 
knowledge that must go into food 
production. 

Our hosts were absolutely delight- 
ful - warm and friendly, and they 
made us feel completely at home. 
Perhaps, the outstanding aspect of 
the trip for me, was getting to know 
them, their children and _ their 
friends. The young people were 
particularly attractive. They all 
seemed to be busy, they looked 
healthy, and they lead what ap- 


peared to us to be happy, rational 
social lives. We, therefore, viewed 
the continuing mechanization of 
farms as something of a tragedy, 
since so many of these young people 
will have to turn to urban areas for 
jobs, and they will probably find 
neither the jobs nor the wonderful 
family life to which they have been 
accustomed in Iowa. 

We were impressed, too, with the 
active role of the ‘friendly banker’. 
Bank involvement in farming ob- 
viously makes it possible for in- 
dividual farms to survive, par- 
ticularly in view of the incredible 
costs of machinery. That in- 
volvement, however, bears wat- 
ching. Control of the individual farm 
owner by the bank might eventually 
result in exactly the kind of big 
business takeover which bank loans 
to small farmers should be avoiding. 

We were most impressed with the 
hog operation at the Paustian farm. 
It is obvious that extraordinarily 
careful research has gone, and con- 
tinues to go, into every step of hog 
production. It is also obvious that 
universities and agricultural 
colleges, government, and a wide 
variety of companies involved in 
agri-business have put tremendous 
resources into studying and im- 
proving on every detail. What 
seemed surprising, therefore, is that 
there had not been an equivalent 
amount of attention focused on 
distribution and marketing. It 
seemed as though every grain of corn 
was analyzed for cost and for ats 
effect on building fat. On the ot ne 
hand, the eventual sale, and t q 
costs involved in transportation an 
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handling received far less attention Me 
and yet the farmer is as dependent Dy 
on these processes as on his success e 
with his fields of corn. es 

We had some discussions about om 
pre-packaged beef, and _ the RS: 
resistance in New York City to Bes 
accepting what cattlemen feel would ig 


be a saving to the consumer. I have ee 
promised to look into this. I am ie 
aware that there would be union ea 
opposition, since this type of pre- 
packaging represents a threat to ie 
urban jobs, that some consumers are 1 ees 
resistant to frozen meat, and that 
this system might diminish the 
choices available if butchers no 
longer filled individual orders. 

If I were to pick one highlight of 
the trip, I would probably select one 
of the two most marvelous and high 
caloric breakfasts I’ve ever had. 
Mrs. Alvin Broder served us some of 
her very special pork sausages, and 
after a brief confrontation with four 
small cats, who were vanquished by 
some well-directed water, we sat out 
of doors under the trees, eating 
waffles and sausages, and deciding 
that farm life was very close to para- 
dise - that is, if you didn’t have to 
get up to do the chores at the crack 
of dawn.

Carl VanDenBerghe, New 
Liberty, leaned against the 
new. feed bunk while mem- 
bers of the Scott County Cat-' 
tlemen’s Assn., beginning 
their annual tour, examined 
his recently constructed feed- 
lot facilities. 

“Somebody has to feed a 
few,” VanDenBerghe said, 
noting he will be able to’ ex- 
pand production to 500 head, 
100 more than this past year. 

A tall concrete silo with a 
capacity for 1,125 tons of sil- 
_age towered at the edge of the 
still-white concrete feedlot, 
wooden feed storage and con- 
trol building, and long, con- 
crete feed bunk with belt con- 
veyor. 

EVERYTHING was ready 
and waiting for the first lot of 
cattle to initiate the facilities 
that cost about $25,000. 

“T just bought a bunch (of 
cattle) last night,’’ VanDen- 
Berghe said. The 300 head of 
feeders will be loaded Oct. 14- 
15 at a Montana ranch for 
shipment to his Scott County 
farm. + 

He said he paid $38 per 
hundredweight for the steers 
weighing about 750 pounds 
and $33 for the heifers weigh- 
ing 700 pounds.
